A bonfire, thought to have been ex­ 
tinguished, was the cause for an alarm 
turned in for the Gettysburg fire com­ 
pany shortly after 3 o’clock Wednes­ 
day afternoon. 
Mrs. Charles McKendriek during the 
afternoon had burned some waste pa­ 
per at the rear of the lot behind her 
home at 238 South Washington street. 
She left the bonfire, she says, when 
she thought there was no more fire 
there. 
During her absence, however, the 
smouldering paper set fire to a pile 
of dry shingles nearby a n i within a 
few minutes a large blaze was rag­ 
ing. 
Flames from this fire communi­ 
cated with a small woollen outbuild­ 
ing on McKendrick’s lot and with a 
frame garage on the lot of George 
W. Myers, adjoining. 
An automobile 
belonging to John Ray was in the 
garage at the time, hut this was got­ 
ten to safety before the garage fire 
gained headway. 
Mrs. McKendriek 
carried 
several 
buckets of water and tried to ex­ 
tinguish the fire, hut her efforts were 
futile, and an alarm was turned in for 
the fire company. 
The new Brockway engine and crew 
lesponded and soon had a water line 
playing on the flames. 
In about ten 
minutes the blaze was extinguished. 
Mr. Myers estimates the damage to 
his garage at $50 and the damage 
to the McKendriek outbuilding is es­ 
timated at not more than $25.

Visiting Klansmen in Town Become 
Center of Opposition Activity 
in 
Which Dozen Autos Are Damaged.

Steut*envill(j, Obit}, Aug. 16.—Three 
men were shot, one perhaps fatally, 
in a gun battle at an early hour this 
morning, the culmination of an anti- 
Ku Klux Klan outbreak. The casual­ 
ty list from the battle follows: 
Dorwin L. Gibson, aged 35, one of 
the leading Klansmen, shot in the 
back of the head, near the base of 
the brain. 
John DeSantis, 26, one of Gibson’s 
alleged assailants, 
shot in the left 
eye, sight of eye destroyed. 
Dominis Spinetti, 27, shot through 
the hand. 
The anti-Klan riot which occurred 
earlier in the night resulted in the 
injury of a score or more of persons, 
mostly visiting Klansmen, and bad­ 
ly damaging at least a dozen auto­ 
mobiles. 


One of the five meteorites, or shoot­ 
ing stars, and the largest ever found 
in Pennsylvania, was unearthed near 
Gettysburg in 1887, according to R. 
W. Stone, assistant State geologist, in 
an article “Pennsylvania Meteorites,” 
made public today. 
Meteorites, commonly termed shoot­ 
ing stars, will make their annual ap­ 
pearance in large numbers in the even­ 
ing sky in this and other sections of 
the country during the next few weeks, 
according to Mr Stone, who adds that 
these are annua! visitors diverging 
from a swarm of meteors which pur­ 
sue a fixed path around the sun. 
Five meteorites, all virtually solid 
iron, have been 
found 
in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, the geologist said. 
The first 
was discovered near Pittsburgh in 
1850 and others at Mt. Joy township, 
near Gettysburg, in 1887; 
at 
Bald 
Eagle Mountain near Williamsport in 
1891; at Shrewsbury, York county, in 
1907, and at New Baltimore, Somer­ 
set county, last year. 
According to 
chemical 
analyses 
these 
contained 
from 91 to 94 per cent iron, four to 
eight 
per cent 
nickel 
and 
minor 
amounts of cobalt, phosphorous, sul­ 
phur and copper. 
“The almost identical composition 
of the Mt. Joy, New Baltimore, and 
Pittsburg^ meteorites and the fact 
that the three localities are practically 
in a straight line suggests that these 
may he parts from a 
larger body 
which was disrupted 
as 
it 
passed 
through tho earth’s atmosphere,” Mr. 
Stone said. 
“The fact that the New 
Baltimore locality is 12 miles south 
of u line from Gettysburg to Pitts­ 
burgh and that these cities are 150 
miles apart does not seem incompatible

METEORITE FELL 
AT MOUNT JOY 


(Continued from First Page) 


with the idea of a single source when 
it js known that the average velocity 
of meteorites passing through our at- 
mofphere is computed to he )>etween 
20 and 20 miles a second and the height 
of passage above the earth may be 
several miles. 
Furthermore, as none 
of these was seen to fall, and the 
last was discovered seventy-two years 
after I he first, all may have been 
buried in the soil for a hundred years 
or more.' 
“Three of these 
meteorites 
were 
found by farmers while plowing, one 
by a man digging a hole to plant a 
tree, and the other by laborers gath­ 
ering rock for a stone crusher. 
The 
smallest, found on Bald Eagle Moun­ 
tain, near Williamsport, was about 
the size apd shape of an adult human 
f<mt and weighed seven pounds. 
The 
Shrewsbury iron weighed twenty-four 
pounds, the New Baltimore 
about 
forty, and the Mt Joy, the third larg­ 
est found in the United States and the 
largest east of the Mississippi River, 
weighed 847 pounds. 
The weight of 
the Pittsburgh meteorite found 'n 1850 
is not known because ittfv&ft wrought 
into a bar and lost. 
It is reported an 
292 pounds, but this does not agree 
with the statement that it was oval 
in shape and six or seven inches in 
diameter.” 
The five Pennsylvania 
m eteortes 
now are distributed in various mu­ 
seums, a small fragment of the Pitts­ 
burgh one being in the Yale Uni­ 
versity museum. 
The main mass of 
the Mr. Joy “shooting star” went to 
the Vienna Museum although the Na­ 
tional Museum .at Washington, TV C.. 
hie* a full s:7.ed cast of the original 
arid several nieces. 
Part of the New 
Baltimore meteorite is in the New 
National Museum at Washington. The 
Bucknell University Museum at Lewis­ 
burg, Pa., has the Bald Eagle meteor­ 
ite and the Shrewsbury meteorite is in 
Ijnssesrtion of F. Justine Grogan, of 
Philadelphia, although a slice from it 
is in the National Museum. 
The State Geological Survey advises 
against 
anyone 
spending 
time 
in 
searching for meteorites although it 
explains that the farmer probably has 
the hest chance of finding them by 
plowing operations, 
As iron meteor­ 
ites have a value estimated at $1 to 
$5 a nound, the survey suggests it 
would lie worth while for any person 
who discovers an exceptionally heavy 
lump of native metal in the earth to 
call it to the attention of the State 
Geologist.
